Now might be a good time to bring GEOS 
back to the attention of CUGSL. 

The following is a reprint from LUCKY RE¬ 
PORT. (edited) Taking a New Look at GEOS by 
Mark Mclnnis 

Well, it’s time to make 
some new changes, you 
people that are reading this 
and are not using GEOS as 
yet. Take out that copy of 
GEOS that has 

been gathering dust, and 
let’s learn how to use it. When you get the pro¬ 
gram up and running you’ll probably kick your¬ 
self for not getting to know GEOS better and 



sooner. 

Let’s start with disk management. There 
are three categories of GEOS disks. They are 
the Boot Disk, Application Disk, and the Work 
Disk. The boot disk is used to start GEOS only. 
The application disk contains your programs 
such as geoWrite and geoPaint. Your work disks 
are reserved for eveiyday use only and their 
content is determined by you the user. 

GEOS can accommodate three drives, 
generally referred to as drives A, B, and C. They 
are graphically represented on the GEOS desk¬ 
top as icons that resemble a floppy disk and 
appear on the right hand side of the screen. 
Keep in mind these icons represent physical 
disk drives on your systems. This includes only 
RAM drive and a RAM drive in not actually a 
floppy drive but it’s handled the same as an 
actual drive. One exception is that any files in 


the RAM drive will disappear when you turn oil 
your compute unless the RAM drive has a bat¬ 
tery backup or the files have been saved to a 
floppy disk. 

There are three ways to open a disk: 

1. Select OPEN from the disk menu (or 
press the C= key and the letter O). 

2. Click on one of the disk drive icons at 
the right side of the screen. 

3. Hole down the C= key and press the 
letter representing the disk drive you 
need. 

Example: Press the C= key and the letter 
A. 

Result:: the disk in drive A will open and 
you will be up and running fro whatever. Should 
you accidentally insert the disk into the disk 
drive wrong, then you will get one of those fa¬ 
mous, “Operation canceled due to disk error: 
missing of unformatted disk” messages. 

Don’t worry about it unless your system 
has hung up and gone out to lunch. Simply re¬ 
insert the disk into the disk drive and try, tiy 
again. One word of caution. When a disk is open, 
do not remove it from t he drive unless the dia¬ 
log box prompts you to do so, or until you have 
properly closed the disk. 

Otherwise, damage to the open files on the 
disk may occur. For example, removing a disk 
when a document is displayed will prevent any 
changes from being saved to the disk. To close 
a disk do one of two things. Select CLOSE from 
the file menu (or press the C= key and the letter 
C), of click on the close icon at the upper right 
corner of the disk note pad. the close icon is a 
small black rectangle inside a white rectangle. 
In order to rename the currently open disk, se¬ 
lect rename from the disk menu (or press the 
C= key and the letter N). 

At this point follow the screen prompts. If 
need be (and it probably will be) back space over 
the current disk name as much as is needed 
and type in the new name and press the return 
key. Remember: Don’t give more than one disk 
the same name or you may confuse your little 8 
bit friend and this would be a bad way to start 
off your computing with GEOS. 

If you must use a certain name for more 
than one disk, you can call it by it’s name and 
then the next disk the same with a added num- 




l>rr. Example: disk name is MOWING and you 
then want a back-up of this disk, you can then 
call it MOWING 2 or MOWING BU and then 
you know exactly what the disks links to and 
the computer will also be able to tell that they 
are different disks. 

CUGSL NOTE: Perhaps this reprint will 
give some of you the itch to dig out GEOS and 
give it another tiy.
